ENGINEERS’ HIGEST HONOR 
MEDAL AWARDED TO HOOVER 


H. Foster Bain Announces Distinc- 
tion Bestowed :on Republican 
Presidential Nominee.

PONCA CITY, Ok., Oct. 22.— 
The John Fritz Medal, highest 
honor within the gift of American 
Engineering Societies, has been 
awarded to Herbert Hoover, it is 
announced here by H. Foster Bain, 
Secretary of the American Institute 
of Mechanical and Metallurgical 
Engineers. Bain, swho came to 
Ponca City with George Otis Smith, 
director of the United States 
Geological Survey, for an informal 
conference with oil technicians, 
said he had been notified that the 
medal was awarded jointly by the 
American Society of Civil En- 
gineers, the American Institute of 
Mechanical and Metallurgical En- 
gineers, the American Society of 
Civil Engineers and the American 
‘Institute of Electrical Engineers. 

The medal will be presented to 
Hoover next February at the an- 
nual national convention of min- 
ing engineers, of which he is past 
president. The inscription on it 
reads: “To Herbert Hoover, en- 
gineer, scholar, organizer of. relief 
to war stricken nations, public 
servant.’’

PLANS FOR VISIT 
OF ZEPPELIN 10 
ST. LOUIS IN DOUBT 


Just When It Will Arrive 
Thursday Evening and 
How Long It Will Stay 


Uncertain. 


TWO CONFLICTING 
MESSAGES RECEIVED 


Eckener Telegraphs He Will 
Probably Not Stop Long, 
but Press Agent’s Wire 
Contradicts This. 


With details of the forthcoming 
visit of the Graf Zeppelin recur- 
rently shifted by dispatches from 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, its commander, 


and from his advisers the official 
reception committee today found 
itself unable to determine at what 
time the airship would arrive in St. 
Louis Thursday evening and how 
long it would be here. 

Consequently, plans for a cele- 
bration, which would have taken 
the officers and passe: ers through 
Belleville, East St. Louis’-and St. 
Louis for a banquet at Hotel Chase 
Thursday evening, are _ held in 
abeyance until Eckener definitely 
announces his plans. 

Originally Eckener, had planned 
to arrive over St. Louis about 5 
o’clock Thursday evening, after a 
flight from Lakehurst, N. J., land- 
ing the ship at Scott Field for an 
overnight stop. This morning, 
however, in a telegram to Capt. W. 
O. Butler, acting commandant of 
Scott Field, he announced the diri- 
gible would not stop here. 
Contradictory Message Received. 

Later in the morning Capt. But- 
ler received further advices from 
Eckenérs press representative, in- 
dicating the airship would stop at 
Scott Field. Capt. Butler had no 
further details. 

In an - effort to straighten out 
matters the Chamber of Commerce 
today requested Lieutenant-Colonel 
John A. Paegelow, commandant of 
Scott Field, to find out just what 
Eckener’s plans are, and to use his 
-influence to have the ship stop at 
Scott Field. Col. Paegelow, as an 
official War Department observer, 


crashed through the guard chains, t is to make the inland flight on the 


Zeppelin. 

Eckener’s telegram to Capt. But- 
ler this morning was dispatched 
from Chicago, where he was for- 
mally received yesterday. It point- 
ed out that he had numerous in- 
vitations for visits by the dirigibi 
and continued: 

“IT regret therefore probably not 
to be able to land at Scott Field. 
We shall definitely not use the han- 
gar, to avoid becoming hangar- 
bound, but we wish you could have 
ready a landing crew in sufficient 
numbers to hold our ship on the 
landing field for a few hours. if 
necessary. The date of our flight 
has now been set for Oct. 25.” 

*“*Hangar-bound” as used in Eck- 
ener’s telegram implies a condition 
in which the velocity and direc.ion 
of the wind, blowing at right angles 
to the hangar door, makes it un- 
safe to “walk’’ the Zeppelin out in- 
to the landing field. When such a 
condition impends a mooring mast, 
such as is available at Scott Field, 
is used instead of a hangar. 

Capt. W. E. Kepner of Scott 
Field today announced that Hugh 
Allen, American representative of 
the German Zeppelin company had 
telegraphed him from Akron stat- 
ing that the Graf Zeppelin would 
stay at Scott Field Thursday night. 
Allen stated that Capt. Von Schil- 
ler, ground pilot for the Zeppelin, 
would arrive at Scott Field tomor- 
row to take charge of mooring ar- 
rangements. 


Traffic Service Organized. 

Proceeding on the probability 
that the ship will stcp at Scott 
Field as indicated in the second 
message, Capt. Butl is going 
ahead with organization of military 
and civilian police parties to keep 
traffic moving on the two roads 
leading into Scott Field. 

Contrary to previous’ reports, 
Capt. Butler has announced that 
the public is invited to be at Scott 
Field to see the dirigible landed, if 
Eckeéner elects to land. If circum- 
stances permit, an opportunity will 
be given to visitors to inspect the 
great ship at close range. 

With the itinerary previously an- 
nounced the Zeppelin should arrive 
at St. Louis between 5 and 5:30, 
giving residents a chance to see it 
in the twilight. Should it arrive 
after dark it will be easily visible 
from the ground only if the weath- 
er is clear. The next point on the 
Zeppelin’s route, after St. Louis, is 
Chicago. 

A party of St. Louisans at Fried- 
richshafen last summer while the 
Graf Zeppelin was preparing for 
the trans-Atlantic crossing invited 
Dr. Eckener to visit St. Louis. He 
tentatively accepted the invitaticn 
after the St. Louisans had urged 
that Scott Fie'd’s accommodations 
were the equal of those at Lake-

BOY IN AUTO KILLED WHEN 


PLANE TRIES TO LAND ON ROAD. 


Four in Mississippi Family Hurt as 
Result of Crowds Overrunning 
Field.

HATTIESBURG, Miss., Oct. 22. 
—A 16-year-old boy was killed and 
four members of his family injured 
near here yesterday when an air- 
plane in attempting to land on the 
highway, crashed down upon their 
automobile. 

Lavon Rogers died shortly after 
reaching a hospital from a frac- 
tured skull and other injuries. His 
father, two brothers and a sister, 
none of whom was seriously in- 
jured, were seated with him in 
their automobile watching an air- 
plane piloted by John Hagan of 
Orlando, Fla., doing stunts.

FIGHT BLOCKED ON U. S. 

INHERITANCE TAX LAW 
Supreme Court Refuses to Consider 
Plea of of. Balti- 

; more Estate. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22. — The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
consider another attack on the 
constitutionality of the Federal in- 
heritance or estate tax, raised by 
the executor of the estate of Wil- 
liam C. Rouse, who died in Balti- 
more, Md., in September, 1925. 
leaving an estate in excess of 
$550,000. 

The validity of the law was 
challenged on-the ground that it 
was an invasion of the taxing pow- 
ers of the states, the contention 
being that the credit allowed up to 
25 per cent of the Federal tax for 
inheritance taxes paid to the State 
was an invalid exercise of the tax- 
ing powers because its. result 
throughout the country was not 
uniform and worked a discrimina- 
tion. The court permitted Mary- 
land, Connecticut, Rhode Island, 
Florida and other interested par- 
ties to file briefs in support of the 
attack upon the constitutionality of 
the law.

‘Voluntary’ Subscriptions 
Taken From 6000 Work- 
ers on Basis of Percent- 
age of Month’s Salary. 


“‘BOYS” ARE ASKED 
TO “DONATE TODAY” 


Leaders Will Receive More. 


Than Double the Usual 
Total of ‘‘Gifts,” It Is 
Estimated. 


The campaign now being carried 
on among city employes for ‘“‘vol- 
untary” contributions to the Re- 
publican campaign fund in St. 
Louis probably will net the Repub- 
lican City Committee about $25,- 
000 for the prosecution of the cam- 
paign, well informed municipal 
employes estimated today. 

Approximately 6000 employes, all 
dependent for their jobs upon the 


favor of the adminis‘. tion, are be- 
ing canvassed, or have been can- 


vassed for contribution: and lists 
are being kept of those who con- 


tribute, and those who don’t, if 
any. 

The general understanding is 
that employes drawing up to $150 
salary monthly are “invited” to 
contribute 5 per cent of a month’s 
pay, while those drawing more 
than that give 10 perjcent. Collec- 
tions are being made-under direc- 
tion of Charles R. Gillespie, Chief 
Clerk, in the office of President 
Kinsey of the Board of Public 
Bervice and treasurer of the Re- 
publican City Committee. 

The only employes exempted 
from the collection are the police, 
who work under the direction ofa 
Board appointed by the Governor; 
and employes of the Public Library 
and the Art Museum. 

In Case of a Refusal. 

Gillespie, when questioned about 
the collection, made the cugtomary 
assertion that contributions § are 
entirely voluntary and that no man 
or woman would be the subject of 
discrimination because of refusal 
to pay. It is the fact,. however, 
that anyone who refused would be- 
come, to say the least, particularly 
conspicuous. In other years, such 
derelictions on the part of Repub- 
lican appointees have been fol- 
lowed, not necessarily immediate- 
ly, but none the less surely, by dis- 
missal from the municipal service. 

Among 900 members of the Fire 
Department the collection has been 
carried out in the following man- 
ner, which is typical of other de- 
partments: 

A man known to be an ardent 
Republican is selected as a “straw 
boss” to make the collection in his 
own department, or fire station. In 
turn he selects another of like ar- 
dor, who makes the first contribu- 
tion. The first contributor sets 
down as his “gift’’ the amount se- 
lected for employes of his classifi- 
cation, say, $5, and the amount is 
a polite hint to others to follow 
suit. 

Some members of the Fire De- 
partment say that each one ‘“‘con- 
tributed” $5, a total of $4500. 

From “Boys” at Stables. 

For instance, today was paytlay 
at the municipal stables at 33865 
Forest Park boulevard, and all its 
employes, except the oldest street 
cleaners, who get only $3 a day and 
need it for living expenses, were 
reminded as they filed past the 
pay window to “donate today. 
boys.”” 

William G. Dierking, superinten- 
dent of the stables, received 
donations which he said the em- 
ployes “had felt it advisable to 
make.” He declared the contribu- 
tions, however, were “purely vol- 
untary. Each man is said to have 
given $8, but Dierking declared he 
did not know what the total was 
and would not until he had had an 
opportunity to total his list, where 
each man’s. contribution was 
checked as made. 

Republican leaders, from year to 
year, have declared that they nor- 
mally get from $8000 to $10,000 
from city employes. The payroll 
for the 6000 employes subject to 
solicitation, however, is $500,000 a 
month. So that if the contribu- 
tions average only 5 per cent of 
a month’s pay, the list would. to- 
tal $25,000.

Recent post-mortems showing 
that three persons stricken with ill- 
ness under Mrs. Gifford's roof died 
of arsenical poisoning, prompted 
Mrs. Nicholson to seek an investi- 
gation, she said. The Brown death 
brings to 18 the number of per- 
sons who died suddenly after Mrs. 
Gifford had served as their nurse. 

‘“T shall be glad to talk over 
the circumstances of her sister's 
death with Mrs. Nicholson,” 
Jenny said. “If I had known 
about it I would have summoned 
Mrs. Nicholson before the grand 
jury that indicted Mrs. Gifford for 
murder. Right now I am con- 
centrating on the prosecution of 
Mrs. Gifford set for next month 
for the murder .of one of the 
Schamel children and of ‘Ed’ Brin- 
ley.”’

MOBERLY, Mo., Oct. 22. 
United States Senator Smith W. 
Brookhart of Iowa, Progressive Re- 
publican, addressing a Republican 
rally here this afternoon, de- 
denounced attacks made upon Her- 
bert Hoover, Republican nominee 
for the presidency, by persons 
representing themselves as farm 
leaders. His speech follows: 

“Herbert Hoover has been wide- 
ly denounced as the arch enemy of 
the farmers of the United States. 
No conclusion was ever based 
more completely upon falsehood 
than this. The person most re- 
sponsible for it is Mr. George N. 
Peek. In his propaganda Mr. Peek 
had no regard for the truth, and, 
of. course, he would have no 
weight except for the fact he suc- 
ceeded in winning the favor of 
certain farm leaders and of cer- 
tain Democratic leaders in Con- 
gress, and through these channels 
was able to poison a considerable 
portion of the farm mind of the 
country. He even had his mis- 
leading statements and half- 
truths inserted into the Congres- 
sional record. I, therefore, desire 
to review briefly the actual rec- 
ord of Herbert Hoover in his able, 
courageous, efficient and success- 
ful fight for agriculture. 

“His first fight for the farmers 
of the country was over wheat 
prices during the war. The allied 
countries had pooled the buying of 
cereals into a single head to pro- 
vide a sole buyer for Great Britain, 
France and Italy. This pool had.

decided upon $1.59 a bushel as the: 


price to be paid at Chicago. Her- 
bert Hoover is the one who made 
America realize -that this — price 
would be ruinous to the farmers 
of the United States when all other 
war prices were inflated. While 
Congress had passed a law for $2 
a bushel minmum for the 1918 
crop, no attempt had been made 
to establish a price for the 1917 
supply. 
The Wheat Corporation. 

“Tt was, therefore, at the mercy 
of the export buyers, and Hoover 
asked for the organization of the 
Wheat Corporation to combat this 
buying combination of the allies. 
He then asked President Wilson to 
appoint a board controlled by the 
farm leaders and the best farm 
experts for the purpose of deter- 
mining the counter-price which he 
should ask on behalf of the farm- 
ers of the United States. Upon 
this board were Charles S. Bar- 
rett of the Farmers’ Union, L. J. 
Tabor of the Grange, E. D. Funk 
and W. J. Shorthill of the Farm- 


ers’ Co-Operative Grain Dealers’ 
Association. 
“After due collaboration they 


unanimously agreed upon $2.20 for 
No. 1 Northern spring wheat at 
Chicago as a minimum price for 
1917 wheat. This was afterwards 
raised to $2.26, because of a like 
rise in freight rates. Mr. Hoover 
then informed the allied pool that 
they would be required to pay this 
minimum price, which was 76 cents 
greater than the price fixed by 
the allied pool. In order to make 
his demand good, Mr. Hoover, in 
the Wheat Corporation, purchased 
and held as much as $500,000,000 
worth of wheat and he did success- 
fully enforce his demand. 

“Mr. Peek next says he made the 
minimum pric the maximum 
price, but the act average cales 
at Chicago of this grade wheat 
were, during the life of the Wheat 
Corporation, at the rate of $2.45 a 
bushel, or 19 cents above this mini- 
mum and 45 cents above the mini- 
mum fixed by Congress for 1918 
wheat and Slightly above the gen- 
eral price level of other commodi- 
ties. Therefore, instead of holding 
down the price of wheat, Mr. Hoo- 
ver held it up with a courage ‘hat 
is unexampled and saved the wheat 
farmers from disaster. 

Livestock Price Problem. 

“Again as head of the Food Ad- 
ministration, Mr. Hoover had to 
meet the perplexing problem of 
livestock prices, and again, as he 
always does, he asked the appoin:- 
ment of an advisory board of the 
best farm leaders and experis. 
Upon this committee were such 
well known leaders as Charias §, 
Barrett of the Farmers’ Union, 
Milo D, Campbell of the Milk Fro- 
ducers, Charles W. Hunt of the 
Iowa Farm Bureau, J. G. Brown 
of the Indiana Farm Bureau. 
Charles W. Hunt was a close 
friend of H. C. Wallace, who after- 
wards became Secretary of Agri- 
culture. In fact, they had been 
schoolmates and roommates in col- 
lege. They were also in close ac- 
cord upon economic matters af- 
fecting the farmers, Mr. Hunt 
says they agreed upon nearly every- 
thing except one, and that was Her-

to this board the theory for a ratio 
pricing of hogs to that of corn.

“13 to 1” ratio, that is, if corn weie 
$1 a bushel hogs were $13 a hun- 
dred at Chicago, but Hoover se- 
cured a minimum limit at $15.59 
a hundred. Mr. Hoover’ main- 
tained this price for a long time 
in a manner very satisfactory to 
the farmers. In fact, it was gen- 
erally higher than the minimunr. 
Corn and Surplus of Hogs. 
“It was well known that Argen- 
tine had accumulated a great sur- 
plus of corn because of the war. 
Ships were not available and this 
corn could not be moved into the 
world market. If an armistice were 
signed ships would be available and 
this supply of corn would reduce 
the price. Since hogs were tied to 
corn with a ratio, the price of hogs 
would likewise be reduced. This 
caused too many hogs to be 
dumped into the market and made 
difficulty in maintaining the mini- 
mum price. Mr. Hunt says they 


had fallen to about $18 a 
hundred at Logan, Ia., where 
he lived, and he had 3000 


head at the time. They should 
have been about $14.50 a hundred 
to maintain the $15.50 minimum at 
Chicago. Mr. Hoover again saw 
the danger to the livestock farm- 
ers and called a meeting of the 
Advisory Board and of the packers. 
The Advisory Board recommended 
that the minimum price should be 
raised to $17.50 a hundred. The 
packers were then called in, and 
Mr. Hoover submitted to them the 
proposition of the farmers, They 
said it could not be done, because 
the supply was outrunning the de- 
mand and the price could not be 
maintained. 
“Mr. Hoover then informed 
them that the Food Administration 
would be able to maintain this 
price, and untess they did main- 
tain it, he would by Saturday night 
recommend to the President to 
take over the packing plants and 
operate them as he was operating 
the railroads. This brought the 
result and the price was main- 
tained. At Hoover's suggestion a 
clause was included in the armi- 
stice to raise the German block- 
ade and permit the feeding of ihe 
German people. 

Raising of German Blockade. 

“The armistice was now signed 
and the war was over, and al- 
though it had been agreed that the 
German blockade should be raised, 
i fact it was not raised. Again, it 
was Herbert Hoover who at once 
saw trouble for the American 
farmers in denying them the Ger- 
man market, and it was Herbert 
Hoover, the humanitarian. who 
wanted at the same time to feed 
the starving women and children 
of Germany. Hoover took a pvat 
for France, but found the rrench 
obdurate. Added to his difficulties 
was the fact that the British were 
canceling their orders for farm 
products. On Feb. 1, 1919, he wrote 
to President Wilson: 


“*Our farmers and merchants 
are in extreme jeopardy from the 
surplus of food which the British 
now repudiate as to purchase and 
in which they obstruct a wider free- 
dom of market. The French ob- 
struct the notion of neutrals trad- 
ing with Germany, although that 
would alleviate both the financial 
problem and the distress.’ 

“Again on Feb, 4, he wrote the 
President. 

*“*There is no right in the law of 
God or man that we should longer 
continue to starve Europe now that 
we have a surplus of food. .. . 
By obstruction of every financial 
measure we can propose to the 
feeding of Germany. . . they 
have already defeated every step 
so far for getting them food, which 
we have been promising for three 
months,’ 

“Mr. Hoover was not on mak- 
ing these heartrending appeals for 
the starving Germans and for the 
American farmer, but he supported 
them with the courage of despera- 
tion. He continued to buy the sur- 
plus of farm products in the Food 
Administration and even to load it 
on ships which he started for Eu- 
rope without knowing whether 
they would ever have even a land- 
ing place; and he maintained the 
farm prices as the farmers had 
fixed them and as he had promised 
to do. 

“While this was going on, Mr. 


hogs as what was known as the 


George N. Peek, on Feb. 3, 1919, 
at a meeting in the United States 
Treasury, got himself appointed as 
Chairman of the Industrail Board 
in the Department of Commerce, 
under Secretary Redfield, and on 
Feb. 13 this board issued a state- 
ment that its avowed purpose was, 
to reduce the-prices of food; which 
of necesstiy meant farm products. 
Thus Mr. George N. Peek, himself 
headed the first movement to de- 
flate the farmers of the United 
States after the war was over, at 
the very time that Mr. Hoover, as 
Food Aministrator, Was making the 
most gallant and desperate fight in 
economic history to protect them. 
He stabbed Hoover in the back 
and the American farmer at the 
Same time. He continued his oper- 
ations for two months and 19 days, 
when he was discharged and his 
board discontinued. The explana- 
tion of this is given in the most 
vivid language by Senator Glass, 
then Secretary of the Treasury, in 
a statement of May 12, 1919, Sen- 
ator Glass said: 

“ “There is scarcely one accurate 
assertion or sane deduction in all 
of Mr. Peek's intemperate screed, 
and to me it is now perfectly clear 
why there has been a sad_ ending 
of the movement which had = its 
initial meeting in the Treasury and 
which had for its purpose the re- 
vival of industrial activity through 
agents and by methods that were 
not contrary to the statutes nor 
obnoxious in the elementary prin- 
ciples of economics. Mr. Peek 
knows perfectly well that I havev 
never in any way or at any time 
suggested such action as that taken 
by the Industrial Board: hence his 
reference to me on this point per- 
verts the-actual truth. Indeed, it 
is not inexact to say that Mr, Peek 
has persistently and consistently 
practiced deception in nearly ev- 
ery public Statement he has 
made,’ ”’

BUT ONE MISSOUR 
DRY ACT CONVICT 
SFROMAGHTY 


Of 119 Now in Penitentiary 
118 Are From Rural Dis- 
tricts—None From _ St. 
Louis. 

By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 
Imposing of penitentiary sentences 
for violations of the State bone dry 
law is restricted, in practice, to 
juries and courts in rural sections 
of Missouri, and such violators, if 
convicted in State courts in the 
larger cities, escape with the less 
severe penalties of fines or jail 
terms, a survey of the penitentiary 
commitment records discloses. 

With one exception all of the 
119 convicts now in the Missouri 
penitentiary for violations of the 
State prohibition enforcement law 
are from the rural] counties of the 
State, demonstrating a marked dif- 
ference of opinion between rural 
and city judges and juries as to 
application of penalties provided 
by the act. 

This difference is borne out by 
State Supreme Court records, as 
virtually all appeals to the court 
in liquor cases, whether involving 
fines, jail or prison sentences, are 
from rural counties, and this indi- 
cates more strict enforcement of 
the act in the country. 

The one exception in the peni- 
tentiary is a convict from Kansas 
City, and he has the doubtful dis- 
tinction of being only the second 
person sent to the prison from 
Jackson County under the State 
enforcement act, since it was 
passed in 1923. The first one from 
Jackson County was discharged in 
1927 after serving two years for 
operating a whisky still. 

None From St. Louis. 

Checking of all commitments 
from St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty since the date on which the 
bone dry law became effective in 
1923, disclosed that no one had 
been sent to the prison from the 
city or county for violation of the 
enforcement act. The record of 
convicts now in the penitentiary 
for liquor law violations shows 
none from Buchanan County, 
which includes St.. Joseph, or 
Greene County, which includes 
Springfield. 

Of course the penitentiary rec- 
ord contains no information con- 
cerning liquor cases in which fines 
or jail terms were imposed, or sen- 
tences suspended. 

Contrary to the belief that the 
enforcement act has been a fac- 
tor in crowding the penitentiary, 
the 119 serving sentences under it 
constitute but 3.1 per cent of the 
3822 convicts in the prison. No 
Federal prisonérs are confined in 
the Missourj prison, that practice 
having been abandoned several] 
years ago, and the liquor law vio- 
lators in the prison are limited to 
those prosecuted under the State 
law in the State courts. 

Prison officials said approxi- 
mately 400 persons had been sent 
to the penitentiary under the bune 
dry measure since it became effec- 
tive, and that the number now un- 
der sentence was about the aver- 
age. 

A survey of the commitment 
records of the convicts now in the 
prison showed 39 were convicted 
of selling liquor, 33 of transpoart- 
ing it, and 31 of manufacturing 
liquor. Nine were convicted of 
possessing or operating a still, two 
were imprisoned for giving away 
whisky, and the commitments of 
five merely set forth “violation of 
the prohibition law.”

is the one large-city representative 
from Kansas City. Each received 
a two-year sentence. 
A similar case, in which a Mar- 
ion County farmer was sentenced 
to serve two years in prison for 
giving away several drinks of 
whisky to his coworkers on a hay 
baling machine, was reversed by 
the Supreme Court about a ycar 
,ago, because of failure of the State 
to prove the gift whisky was 
*“‘moonshine,” as specifically 
charged in the indictment. 
Average Sentence 3 Years. 
Sentenees imposed upon the en- 
forcement act violators range from 
two to five years. Most of them 
are two or three years. The few 
cases in which four or five-year 
sentences were imposed usually in- 
volve convictions on more than 
one count, 


Another geographical distinction 
in the 119 liquor law cases is that 
89 of the convicts are from Mis- 
souri counties south of the Mis- 
souri River. Nine are from North- 
west Missouri counties and 21 from 
Northeast Missouri. Ozark Coun- 
ty, in Southwest Missouri, has the 
largest number—eight of those 
now in prison. Laclede County, in 
the same section, and Pike County, 
in Northeast Missouri, each fur- 
nished six, and Stoddard, in South- 
east Missouri, had five. The re- 
mainder of the 119 were sentenced 
from 54 other counties.

Handled in U. S. Court.

Misdemeanor cases under the 
State dry law are under the juris- 
diction of Prosecuting Attorney 
Schweitzer, who has said the law 
is difficult of enforcement in a 
community where it is unpopular, 
as in St. Louis, where jury trials 


usually result in acquittals. 

The Post-Dispatch last July 2 
published a Police Department 
survey of the disposition of 548 | 
St. Louis cases presented in State | 
courts in 1927, with fines of $68.- | 
900 assessed and onty $300 col- | 
lected. Judges Gayer and Butler | 
of the Courts of Criminal Correc- | 
tion make it a practice to accept i 
pleas of guilty, assess the mini- | 
mum fine of $200, and then stay 
the fine upon payment of costs. 
Both Judges regard the minimum 
fine as too severe.

PESHAWAR, PUNJAB, British 
India, Oct. 22.—Afghan troops, 
consisting of artillery and cavalry, 
have carried out a successful puni- 
tive expedition against the village 
of Ghalzi in the vicinity of Altimur 
Pass, on the Kabul-Gardez road. 


LONDON, Oct, 22.—Although no 
details have been received in Lon- 
don explaining the incident which 
led to a punitive expedition against 
the village of Ghalzi, it is general- 
ly thought that it appears con- 
firmatory of reports that trouble 
has been brewing in Afghanistan.

It was reported that 
Hazrat was particularly opposed to 
the compulsory education of wom- 
en and the abolition of the screen 
used to separate the women of a 
household from male members of 
the family or visitors.

SALT CREEK OIL CUT OFF 


Government Acts on Ruling Sin- 
clair Contract Is Invalid. 
By the Associateg Press. 

CASPER, Wyo., Oct. 22.—Deliv- 
ery of oil from the Salt Creek field 
stopped at 7 a. m. today in com- 
pliance with an order issued by 
Secretary West of the Interior De- 
partment after the oil royalty con- 
tract between the Sinclair com- 
pany and the Government had 
been declared. invalid by United 
States Attorney-General Sargent. 

The Federal geological survey in 
a formal announcement stated the 
Government had elected to take its 
royalties from the pusted mid-con- 
tinent price for crude with a 2 per 
cent deduction from the standard 
barrel in accordance with the pres- 
ent field practice in Salt Creek. 
This means the operators will pay 
cash for oil from the wells. The 
arrangement, geological survey of- 
ficers said, would. continue in ef- 
fect 30 days after new contracts 
are signed. Bids for royalty oil 
from the Salt Creek field probably 
will not be called for until after 
the first of the year, the time set 
by West in a telegram to the sur- 
vey here as “most practicable.”
